Sky phenomenon makes UFO 'believers' out of scores

The story that never goes away materialized out of thin air last night: a I K) was 
spotted This time near Lompoc 
Saul Hoffman, who lives on St. Andrews Way in Vandenberg Village, was watching 
the Maryland Terrapins and the Florida Gators go at it on television when his wife 
rushed into the room at about 6 40 p m 
"You’ve got to come out and see this." she yelled 
Besides being a realist and a retired Air Force flight engineer. Hoffman describes 
himself as a football fan— the kind who would not miss a play even if H.G Wells 
1 War of the Worlds" was unfolding in his backyard. 
Mrs Hoffman went outside and from the street she proceeded to watch what she is 
convinced was a UFO from another planet. About 18 to 20 neighbors and friends 
visiting neighbors gathered and watched, too 
A commercial came on and Hoffman was momentarily free to see what all the 
commotion was about He walked outside and became a "believer. 
"I’m a realist. I flew for the Air Force, but I’m a believer now." he remarked this 
morning.

NEW YORK (UPI) — A bomb packing 
the power of 20 to 25 sticks of dynamite 
exploded in a TWA baggage area at 
LaGuardia Airport Monday night, killing 
11 persons and injuring about 75 others. 
Arms. legs, feet and hands of victims 
were blown across the downstairs 
luggage terminal. Police said the power­ 
ful bomb was placed in a coin-operated 
locker near the area where passengers 
collect baggage. 
Flying glass and steel ripped like 
shrapnel into scores of holiday travelers 
and airport workers. 
A UPI reporter who was waiting for a 
flight said she saw a "human head — just 
a head — on a window ledge." 
An anonymous man telephoned UPI in 
New York, claiming the explosion was 
set off by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. But a PLO spokesman at 
the United Nations denied any connec­ 
tion with the blast and condemned "the 
dastardly act against the innocent people 
at LaGuardia." 


"Two people were seen running from 
the scene shortly before the explosion, 
said New York City Police Chief Thomas 
Mitchelson He declined to elaborate or 
describe the two. 
President Ford, on a skiing vacation in 
Vail. Colo., ordered a federal investiga­ 
tion of "this senseless act I am deeply 
grieved at the loss of lives and in­ 
juries..." 
The toll of dead and injured could have 
been higher if the bomb had gone off 
moments earlier when 147 passengers 
aboard two TWA flights landed and 
picked up their luggage from the blast 
area. 
"If it had happened 15 minutes before, 
there would have been a full plane of peo­ 
ple waiting for their luggage. Most of 
them had cleared out." said H Patrick 
Callaghan, who had just arrived from In­ 
dianapolis for his first visit to New York. 
He was cut by flying glass.

Impact of planners' 
zone action weighed

Action of Lompoc Planning Commis­ 
sion last week to approve a radiator 
repair shop in a C-2 or commercial zone 
has "abridged the city’s zoning or­ 
dinance," a staff official says 
Whether the impact is significant 
enough to require formal city council 
consideration of the merits of the case 
was uncertain yesterday. Urban planner 
Michael Kaufman, who has been guiding 
the Community Development Depart­ 
ment since director A1 Autry left for 
other climes, says it is a significant im­ 
pact. A ruling was expected from City 
Attorney Alan Davidson. 
If Kaufman is correct, the council 
would have to hold a public hearing; if he 
is not the decision of the planning com­ 
mission to grant a conditional use permit 
in the case would stand barring an ap­ 
peal The time for an appeal ends at 5 
p.m. Friday. There had been no appeal 
filed Monday. 
The quandary erupted on Dec. 22 im­ 
mediately following a commission deci­ 
sion that a radiator repair shop was a 
valid use in the C-2 zone with a con­ 
ditional use permit. Leroy Begg had 
asked permission to open a radiator shop 
in his service station located at 219 E. 
Ocean Ave. 
The vote was 3-1 in the affirmative on 
the question of whether it was a valid use 
in the C-2 zone at all and 4-0 in favor of 
granting a permit to Begg. Commis­ 
sioner Vernon Copeland voted against 
the majority on first question, but went 
along with the others on the second. 
Proponents of Begg’s request said the 
use was similar to uses in the zone and 
even less obnoxious than some. 
In acting as it did. the commission 
rejected the following recommendation 
by the planning department: "The Com­ 
m unity D evelopm ent D epartm ent 
recommends that the Planning Commis­ 
sion reaffirm the intent and purpose of 
the C-2 zone and provisions of the con­ 
ditional use permit by finding that the 
repair and replacement of radiators and 
cooling systems are inconsistent with the 
zone and uses permitted within the zone. 
"Further that the application for con­ 
ditional use permit be denied on the basis 
that the proposed use is not allowed in 
the C-2 zone, is not similar to any use 
allowed therein, and is provided for in 
the C-M zone by ordinance.” 
In discussing the question last week, 
Kaufman said "In my view, the action of 
the planning commission abridges the 
zoning ordinance." 
The city council adopted the com­ 
prehensive zoning ordinance on May 21, 
1974 after several public hearings at the 
commission and council levels. 
The C-2 zone specifications are an out­ 
growth of the old C-2-R zone and in many 
respects are very similar if not exactly 
identical 
One major change incor­ 
porated in the new ordinance was the 
changing of automobile service stations, 
bus terminals and taxi terminals from 
permitted uses to uses subject to con­ 
ditional use permits. The conditional use 
permit procedure is designed to give the 
commission extra control and review 
procedures over uses that by their nature 
might be abused

Mrs Hoffman and her neighbors watched the U £0 for over an hour until it rose so 
high it looked like "a faint star." 
"I think it was a UFO," she said this morning "I don’t think we have an aircraft 
that could hover that long " 
Hoffman — wanting to appear the rational man - now suspects that the UFO was a 
test project out of Edwards Air Force Base. 
"It was that or it was ... I don’t want to say it," he hedged 
"Edwards must be testing something I didn’t know we had anything that could ac­ 
celerate that fast If it was from outer space, it was looking for something, 
something that happens at night and they can not get anywhere else in the universe " 
This morning the sheriff's offices in Lompoc Santa Maria and Buellton all 
reported they received no calls about UFOs last night Officials at Vandenberg report 
the same 
"We really don’t care about UFOs unless they attack the base or something," 
volunteered the Air Force spokesman "The Air Force has determined that UFOs are 
not a threat to the national security " 
Oh yes. the Terrapins upset Florida, 13-0

Kaufman, backed up by Davidson, who 
sits in on commission meetings, made a 
point of spelling out the operations 
specifically included under the service 
station use. 
"Automobile service 
station," the ordinance reads, "shall 
mean lubrications, washing, tube 
repairing, battery charging, tires and ac­ 
cessories, sales and storage, provided 
such activities are conducted and con­ 
fined w ithin enclosed buildings; 
provided, fu rth e r, th a t no tire 
retreading, recapping or rebuilding, bat­ 
tery rebuilding or manufacture, or 
painting shall be permitted." 


An interpretation of the ordinance in 
Kaufman’s words: "The intent of this or­ 
dinance is clearly to make the light 
automotive service which is sanctioned 
by conditional use permit in the C-2 zone 
stand apart from heavier uses which are 
specifically provided for and intended to 
reside in the C-M, commercial manufac­ 
turing zone and excluded from both the 
C-2 zone and automobile service station 
uses. The disassembly of automobiles 
and the repair of radiators and cooling 
systems is not provided for in the C-2 
zone and is defined out of the meaning 
and intent of autom obile service 
stations." 
During the debate on the question on 
Dec. 22, Kaufman said there was one 
radiator repair shop in the C-2 zone, but 
that it predated the ordinance and was 
identified as a non-conforming use. 
As explained in a staff report directed 
to the commission and signed by 
K aufm an, "T h e re c o n stru c tio n , 
remanufacture, repair or replacement of 
radiators and cooling system equip­ 
ment... This use. if pre-existing in C-2 
zone would, by the nature of the process 
involved, be detrimental, and would be 
ordered to cease operation in its location 
15 years from the effective date of this 
ordinance. In other words, this type of 
use has been ordered out of the zone in 14 
years and by your intent and purpose in 
defining and providing specific uses for 
the C-2 zone, have expressed a desire to 
keep them out.” 
Kaufman told this reporter later that 
there had been no formal notice to the 
operator of the one non-conforming 
radiator shop. He said the public hearing 
notices at the time the zoning ordinance 
was adopted were deemed sufficient 
notice to the operator. 
Davidson said later that the city had 
never faced the problem of phasing out a 
non-conforming use and would have to 
formulate the procedures In any event, 
he said the operator of a non-conforming 
use would not be permitted to expand his 
business 
Copeland, who cast the lone vote 
against the use told this reporter: 
"Radiator repair should be in the C-M 
zone as stated in the zoning ordinance If 
we re going to try to establish an image 
for the community, we’re going to have 
to take these things by the horns It’s the 
only way.” 
That was the situation today as 
Kaufman waited for a ruling from 
Davidson. The question?... whether the 
council would deal with the question or 
whether the case is closed, by virtue of 
the commission action. 


Filing ends; 
8 in Lompoc 
council race 


Filing ended at noon today for the 
March 2 Lompoc City Council election 
and eight of nine who had taken out 
papers turned them in before the 
deadline. 
Ray Downs, manager of the Lompoc 
Branch of Imperial Savings, told The 
Record. "After careful consideration, I 
have decided not to file for the city coun­ 
cil election." 
Citing the large number in the race 
already and the fact that a number of im­ 
portant matters are expected to confront 
the Lompoc District Hospital board, of 
which he is a member. Downs said, "I 
have decided to concentrate my efforts 
for now on the hospital board.” 
Meanwhile, three others who had 
taken out papers but who had not filed 
prior to today turned in their nominating 
petitions and affidavits to City Clerk 
Wilma Thomas before the noon deadline. 
Last to file was Chuck Ward, who was 
preceded to the check-in desk in Mrs 
Thomas’ office by Alberta Morgan and 
John C. Peto 
Previously. Earl D. Collins, Ed 
Rodgers, 
Joe Valencia. 
Burnham 
Trum an and Floyd Southern had 
returned their papers 
Mrs Thomas said that the nominating 
petitions now will be checked to make 
sure that each one has at least 20 valid 
signatures of registered voters. 
TTie law requires not fewer than 20 nor 
more than 30 signatures be on the peti­ 
tions. 
The eight candidates are seeking two 
openings on the council, created by the 
decision not to run for another term by 
Mayor Art Scott and Councilman Emil 
Scolari 
In addition to the nominating petitions, 
candidates must file financial disclosure 
and conflict of interest statements as 
required by state law

'Heavy planning' set 
on $103,000 center 


The Housing Authority will begin 
"heavy” planning next month on a 
projected $103,000 community building to 
be located on federal property at or near 
the Boys’ Club on West Ocean Avenue 
Richard Mires, executive director of 
the federal agency, said all the contracts 
have been signed with the Housing and 
Urban Development agency, HUD, 
clearing the way for construction 
probably in early summer of 1976. 
Mires said the building would be built 
in the center of the federal parcel, or if 
the Boys’ Club is not prepared to move to 
its own property on Chestnut Avenue by 
that time, it would be built just to the 
west of the community boys’ facility 
Mires said his board of directors con­ 
sidered the Boys’ Club program a 
valuable one for the community, but that 
it probably could not be permanently 
housed in the new community building 
that was being planned 
Mires said his directors wanted to 
build a m ulti-purpose community 
meeting structure that would be func­ 
tional and "without frills ” The building 


would probably be single story, rustic in 
appearance, and one that would require 
only "low maintenance ’’ Any com­ 
munity organization could use the 
facility, but no group could take over the 
whole building. Mires said 
Mires’ revelation set speculation in 
motion this morning 
For example, 
would the approximate $10,000 which has 
reportedly been raised by the Women s 
Chamber of Commerce to aid the Hous­ 
ing Authority’s effort still be available 
Mires said his board would like to incor­ 
porate the money into the design of the 
building, if it is available 
Readers may recall that the women’s 
group raised the money over the past two 
years with the thought that some 
amenities could be financed that would 
otherwise be impossible 
A spokesman for the Boys’ Club today 
said the organization had not completed 
plans for the future He noted that the 
present facility had been renovated 
recently and that the boys’ organization 
was not prepared to move in the near 
future 


Lompoc Post Office has received for­ 
mal notice that postal rates have been 
raised effective at midnight, it was an­ 
nounced today by assistant postmaster 
William Ratcliff 
Ratcliff said he had about 30.000 new 
13-cent stamps on hand for the occasion 
and that customers were buying them at 
the counter He said rates are also raised 
slightly on bulk mail 
In Washington meanwhile, lawyers for 
bulk mail users today asked Chief 
Justice Warren E Burger to block the 
postal rate increase 
F orm er P o stm aster G eneral J. 
Edward Day’s plea to Burger on behalf 
of the large mail users came after the 
U S Court of Appeals lifted an injunction 
Monday, allowing the postal increases to 
take effect. 
The increases include a three cent 
raise in first class rates to 13 cents 
The Post*’ Service said mail post 
marked after 12:01 a m 
local time 
Wednesday must carry the higher 
postage or it will be returned to the 
sender 
Burger could vacate the court of ap­ 
peals ruling, thus reinstating the injunc­ 
tion, or he could allow the new rates to 
go into effect as scheduled 
Day told Burger if the increases went 
into effect there would be no way for 
most mail users to recover overcharges 
if the courts eventually rule that the in­ 
creases were procedurally defective 
The increases average 26 per cent for 
all mail, but first class jumps the highest 
— 30 per cent. 
The new rates were to begin last Sun­ 
day but Federal District Judge John 
Sirica blocked the increases Dec 19 on 
procedural grounds The U S Court of 
Appeals lifted the order Monday, 90 
minutes after hearing Postal Seivice 
arguments that the raise was needed to 
stem growing deficits 


Officially, the new rates are only tem­ 
porary until the independent Postal Rate 
Commission can decide what the perma­ 
nent increase should be Such a ruling 
could come by June, although in the past 
the Rate Commission has taken nearly 
two years to reach a decision. 
The increase was opposed by bulk 
mailers, the Easter Seal Society and 17 
states. All asked the court of appeals to 
leave Sirica’s order m effect at least un­ 
til the appeals court can hear arguments 
on the merits of the case in January 


The Postal Service argued the increase 
was needed immediately to counter los­ 
ses of $225 million a month Without it, 
lawyers said, the service would have to 
borrow money or seek additional sub­ 
sidies from Congress to meet payrolls 


The last increase, from 8 to 10 cents 
for first-class mail, came in March, 1974

400 Soviet advisers, faces the anti­ 
communist guerrillas of the two rival 
movements, the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola and the National 
Union for the Total Independence of 
Angola.

ADVERTISING

INSTITUTIONAL ADVERTISING - 
INVESTMENT IN YOUR FUTURE 


Institutional advertising, as the term implies, is the 
advertising done by a firm without making specific pro­ 
duct or service offerings, without reference to price in 
most uses, and generally promoting the company as a 
whole. This procedure is commonly referred to as 
“keeping the company name before the public." 


Banks, savings & loan organizations, funeral directors, 
certain types of doctors, among many others, are the 
most frequent users of institutional ads. Such advertise­ 
ments usually show a picture of the building where the 
business is housed, and brief copy which may provide 
such basic information as how long the firm has served 
the community, number of employees on the staff, hours, 
location, telephone, etc. 


Since institutional advertising seldom makes a specific 
offering of goods or services at a given cost, and 
therefore does not cause an immediate and direct re­ 
sponse on the part of the readers, it is extremely difficult 
to measure results. But, there is practical evidence to 
show the need for continuous institutional advertising on 
the part of businesses that lend themselves to this type of 
newspaper promotion. 


In a study conducted for the dairy products industry 
the findings showed that if this group, which does a large 
percentage of their advertising in an institutional 
manner, were to cut their $84 million advertising budget 
to only $50 million, it would result in a sales dropoff of 
about 66.1% from its recent $4.25 billion level. In other 
words, if they took away roughly 40% of the advertising 
budget, they could expect to lose 2/3rds of the business 
they now enjoy. 


Hard to measure as it may be, institutional advertising 
has been proved by the big names in advertising to be a 
most vital means of building business volume, and maio- 
taining and increasing that volume. And, since the “big 
boys" have gone to the expense of proving this fact to be 
true, the smaller advertiser can certainly benefit from 
their experience. But surely everyone agrees there is 
much to be learned by example in advertising and this 
free knowledge can help you reach your own business 
goals. 


It is an accepted fact that advertising is necessary to 
continued business progress. Older businessmen tan 
rec^l when the makers of Hershey candy bars and 
Wrigley’s chewing gum prided themselves on the fact 
that they didn’t have to advertise in the media to reach 
their sales goals. Today, both companies are big adver­ 
tisers because competition made it mandatory to 
survival. 


This article concludes this series and it has been a 
pleasure to share with all my readers the information 
that was provided about newspaper advertising. For 
someone to tell you that newspaper advertising is 
essential to your business health is one thing, but to take 
the time to give you ail of the solid reasoning behind such 
a statement is truly a worthwhiJe service.

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Traffic toll 
expected to 
drop by 1,000

The nation's traffic death toll for 1975 will drop by about 1.000 
despite increased travel, the second straight yearly decline and the 
lowest death total in 14 years, according to a UPI survey of the 50 
states 
Authorities are hardpressed to ¿explain the drop but suspect it is 
partially because of stricter enforcement of the 55 mile pe> hour 
speed limit. 
The latest traffic death figures from each state show a total of 
42.599 fatalities compared with 43,492 for corresponding periods a 
year ago 
When the energy crisis hit in late 1973, authorities had ready 
reasons for the decline in traffic fatalities from 55,500 in 1973 to 
.46.200 in 1974. They attributed it to a drastic curtailment in travel 
and the newly imposed nationwide 55 mile per hour speed limit to 


save gas 
But this year travel is up about 3 per cent from 1974, equal to the 
record year of 1973. and side road speed limits, lowered at the 
height of the energy crisis, are rising again Still, the death total 
will be close to 45.000. 
assuring the lowest fatality rate per 
hundred million miles traveled since World War II 
“ We’re holding our own with the energy crisis." said Don 
Lhotka. a spokesman for the National Safety Council's statistics 
division, "but we've been unable to pinpoint the reason for the 
reduction in deaths to any one factor " 
He said it appeared to be a result of several factors - including 
slower speeds, increased use of safety belts and stricter enforce­ 
ment of the speed limit 
Traffic figures for late December dates were available in all ex­ 
cept four states In Illinois. Louisiana and Pennsylvania figures 


were available only through Nov 30. and New York had figures 
only through Oct 31 
The District of Columbia and 29 states reported lower traffic 
deaths, two states were about even and 19 others had increased 
death tolls

Senator Proxmire charges: 


Government 'air taxis' 
costing $6 million yearly 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-S e n 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., said 
today the Air Force is running a 
$66 million fleet of 23 jets to 
transport government officials 
at a cost to taxpayers of more 
than $6 million a year. 
Proxmire, who each month 
selects what he believes to be 
the most w asteful federal 
program, said the Air Force’s 
"private airline for government 
bigshots” gets his “ fleece of the 
year” award 


The Senator said the planes 
are kept on call 24 hours a day 
and are equipped to carry as 
many as 50 passengers, with 
small executive jets carrying 
up to five. 


He said the planes are staffed 
with military aides who serve 
food and drinks and that some 


of the planes have sleeping 
facilities 


The fleet cost taxpayers $66 7 
m illio n 
to 
p u r c h a s e . 
Operational and maintenance 
costs may run up to $2,206 an 
hour for the largest planes. 


Proxmire said that in the 
first 10 months of this year the 
Air Force m ade 975 flights 
carrying government officials 
to various destinations, with 87 
per cent of the flights taken by 
ranking defense officials or 
those req u estin g D efense 
Department flights 


The most frequent single user 
of the VP service was Treasury 
Secretary William Simon, who 
took 58 flights in the first 10 
months of this year at a cost to 
the government of $328,794.10. 
An Air Force spokesman said

Special M ission, based at 
Andrews Air Force Base near 
Washington, was “ chartered to 
perform a mission And it does 
it damn well, too.

Water pumps rushed to India as 
mine families keep death vigil 


CHASNALA COLLIERY, In­ 
dia (UPI) — Pumps supplied by 
foreign countries were rushed 
to India today to help drain 
millions of gallons of water 
from a coal pit where relatives 
stan d a d eath w atch for 
hundreds of trapped miners. 
Government officials held out 
almost no hope for any of the 
more than 350 men 1,000 feet 
below the surface Saturday in 
India’s worst mine tragedy. But 
they pledged to continue pump­ 
ing as long as there was the sl­ 
immest chance. 
India radio announced Mon­ 
day the United States, France 
and Switzerland were flying in 
modern pumps capable of 
draining 2,500 gallons of water 
per minute in response to an 
urgent plea for help by Prime 


Minister Indira Gandhi 
Pumping operations at the 
d is a s te r s ite 
180 m ile s 
northwest of Calcutta were 
proceeding at a slow pace Mon­ 
day. Only two pumps, each with 
a capacity 600 gallons a minute, 
were in use. 


More low-capacity pumps 
were brought in later and 
rescue officials expected the 
arrival of modem equipment 
from other Indian cities and 
abroad within a few days to 
drain flood waters estimated at 
as much as M0 million gallons 


The chilly air was rent with 
the w ails of w om en and 
children who have stood vigil 
since the explosion caused 
water from a nearby abandoned 
shaft to burst through 80-foot- 


thick natural barriers and bury 
two pits under 850 feet of water. 
The mother of a young miner 
broke down and was carried 
away by her relatives. Another 
woman was reported to have 
set fire to her sari in a suicide 
attem p t but was saved by 
rescue workers. 


Officials of the government 
Bharat Coal Mines that owns 
and runs Indian collieries have 
put the number of trapped men 
at 372 but union officials said 
the figure might be as high as 
900 


There was confusion because 
a labor leader tem porarily 
rem o v ed the r e g is te r of 
workers from the colliery office 
minutes after the disaster oc­ 
curred. 
Food and Agriculture Department 
moves to end milk speculation 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state Food and Agriculture 
Department has taken action 
designed to reduce speculation 
in lucrative state-issued cer­ 
tificates which guarantee some 
dairymen the highest price for 
their milk. 


The departm ent Monday 
approved a new regulation in­ 
creasing from one to two years 
the period a milk producer 
receiving a new certificate 
m ust keep the certificate 
before selling it. 


The department had proposed 
requiring all dairymen to keep 
the certificates for five years 
but that plan drew opposition 
from some dairymen. It was 
supported by consumer groups. 
The compromise regulation 


would apply only to those 
dairymen who received new 
certificates. 


Agriculture Director L.T. 
"Time” Wallace said the new 
reg u latio n should provide 
“ g r e a t e r e q u i t y ” amo ng 
d a i r y m e n a n d “ r e d u c e 
speculative opportunities.” 


At a Dec. 18 hearing on the 
p r o p o s e d 
c h a n g e , 
t h e 
consumer-oriented 
California 
Citizen Action Group testified 
that speculation in milk cer­ 
tificates was "ram pant.” The 
group said some farmers buy 
and sell the certificates to 
m a k e 
a 
p r o f i t f r o m 
a 
government-issued 
document 
which never was intended to be 
profitable. 
In 1969. the state issued free 


ceruucates to many California 
dairym en which guaranteed 
them a share of the state’s 
regulated milk market. TTie 
documents allow them to sell 
varying portions of their milk 
at top Grade A prices. 
It was disclosed last August 
that the value of the c e r­ 
tificates, called "quota" in the 
dairy industry, had drastically 
increased since 1969 and had a 
current market value of $500 
million. 
D a i r y 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e s 
testified that “abuses” in the 
sales of the certificates among 
dairymen were minimal. Most 
dairymen groups opposed adop­ 
tion of the five-year plan saying 
the change was “ substantive” 
and there should be a referen­ 
dum vote within the industry. 


Jackson asks desegregation aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
Henry Jackson, campaigning 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, has repeated his 
opposition to school busing and 
will seek curbs on the power of 
federal courts to order busing 
as a means of achieving racial­ 
ly balanced schools.

LaGuardia blast 
worst in history 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The explosion that ripped 
New York's LaGuardia Airport Monday evening was the 
worst civil airport disaster in U S history — a dubious 
distinction previously belonging to Los Angeles Inter­ 
national Airport and the so-called "Alphabet Bomber ’ 
On Aug 6. 1974. a powerful bomb secreted in a coin 
operated public locker ripped through the overseas air 
terminal at Los Angeles International, killing two 
skycaps and a passenger. Thirty-five other persons were 
injured 
The tragedy prompted airport and city officials to im 
mediately set up tougher security precautions to prevent 
future bombings 
Baggage-searching checkpoints, meant to prevent 
potential skyjackers from carrying weapons aboard a 
plane, were moved from points inside the terminal to the 
street doors 
In the days that followed the bombing, a local new­ 
spaper received anonymous telephone calls from a man 
who called himself the "Alphabet Bom ber." who 
threatened to spell out in blood across America through a 
wave of bombings the name "Aliens of America ’’ 
Police later arrested Muharem Kurbegovic, a Yugosla­ 
vian immigrant, at a Hollywood hamburger stand, and 
charged him with being the "Alphabet Bomber." 
Kurbegovic was declared incompetent to stand trial on 
charges of murder and was committed to the Atascadero 
State mental hospital where he is currently being treated 


Israel reports shootings 
along Lebanese frontier

Israel says its troops have 
captured three suspected Arab 
guerrilla collaborators in the 
I^banese frontier region and 
reported four incidents of 
shooting into Israeli territory 
by Arab gunners in Lebanon 
The military command in Tel

Fam ilies,” submitted by Hospice of 
Santa Barbara. Inc., $10,000. Hospice is a 
concept of care in his her home setting 
for the terminally ill elder who is suffer­ 
ing from uncontrolled pain of a physical, 
psychological, social and/or spiritual 
nature 
Counseling services will be 
available for both patient and members 
of the family 


The Hospice plan, which originated 
recently in London at St. Christopher’s 
Hospital, is now being brought to the 
United States with support from leading 
educators in the field of care for the ter­ 
minally ill. Santa Barbara County w ill be 
the first to initiate such a program on the 
West Coast.

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State officials rush plan 
to put lid on insurance 


Stiffer tax hike control fails 


SACRAMKNTO (UPU - 
Faced with a physicians’ work 
slowdown, top Brown Ad­ 
ministration officials and a key 
legislator Monday hurriedly ad­ 
vanced a plan to drastically 
curb skyrocketing medical 
malpractice insurance rates 
But Dr Joseph Roberts, a 
spokesman for United Physi­ 
cians of California, said the 
proposal would not stop 
threatened New Years’ Day 
doctor’s slowdown in Southern 
California 


“ I think it is an attempt to go 
in the right direction.” said 
Roberts 
’’But certainly it 
won’t stop the crisis in the Los 
Angeles area ” 


Doctors, who face malprac­ 
tice insurance premium rate in­ 
creases of up to 327 per cent, 
say they cannot afford new 
rates which are scheduled to 
take effect next month. 
The proposal, if adopted by 
the legislature, would put the 
state in the medical malprac­ 
tice insurance business and 
would offer reduced insurance 
rates 
In return, physicians 
would agree to treat Medi-Cal 
patients at reduced rates or at 
no cost to the state 
The plan, among other things, 
would also: 
— Effectively stop the in­ 
surance industry from carrying 
medical malpractice insurance 


In California 
— Develop an exclusive state 
medical malpractice Insurance 
fund, financed and controlled 
by physicians 
The sta te ’s 
30.000 d o cto rs would be 
guaranteed annual insurance 
premiums averaging $4.000 for 
the next 10 years But even this 
could mean a 33 per cent in­ 
crease in premiums over what 
some doctors are now paying 
— Require doctors to treat 
Medi-Cal patients In addition, 
physicians whose practice con­ 
tains less than 10 per cent Medi- 
Cal recipients would provide up 
to 20 days of free service each 
year 
— Patients’ fees would have 
to be rolled back to reflect any 
savings doctors realize through 
reduced fees.

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Rozelle Rule 
nixed by judge 


MINNKAPOIJS ¡niMt 
U S District Court Judge 
Karl Larson ruled today that the National Football 
League's Hwelle Hule violates federal antitrust laws 
The judge ruled five months after the end of a 55-day 
trial in which the NFL Players Association challenged the 
rule 
The rule is called the option compensation clause by the 
NFL and the ‘ Hozelle ransom rule" by the players It 
requires that a team losing a player who has played out 
his option receive comp<‘nsation from the club signing the 
player When there is a dispute, NFL Commissioner Pete 
Ho7elle is emfKiwered to set the amount, usually in the 
form of draft choi« es or players 
I^rson ordered that the NFL and its team s be 
restrained from continuing to use the rule, but he stayed 
the order to give the defendants a chance to appeal 
Larson ruled that the Hozelle rule "constitutes a per se 


violation of the antitrust laws." 
He added that the rule "and its related practices con­ 
stitute a concerted rufusal to deal and a group boycott on 
the part of the defendants," 


"These are practira which the courts have long held to 
be per ,se violations of the Sherman Act," the judge said. 
The rule is "so clearly contrary to public policy that it 
is per se illegal under the Sherman Act," Larson said. "It 
is also an unreasonable restraint of trade at common 
law " 


The judge held also th at the R ozelle rule is 
"unreasonably broad in its application " 
Referring to the NFL’s contention that the league 
would fold if the rule was abolished, Larson said, "The 
quality of play in the NFL will not decrease with the 
elimination of the Rozelle rule and consequent freedom of 


employment, even assuming the quality of play would 
decrease, that fact does not justify the rules non­ 


competitive n atu re"

Fifteen players, some now retired, filed the .awsuit 
asking that the rule be eliminated to enable players who 
have played out their option to negotiate with teams in a 
free market situation 
The NFL Players Association contends that the rule is 
monopolistic and prevents players from moving to other 
teams or seeking higher salaries. 
The league argued that the rule has maintained com­ 
petitive balance successfully by preventing players from 
flocking to wealthy or winning clubs at the expense of 
weaker or "cold clim ate” teams. 
No comment was immediately available from the NFL 
office in New York, although there was indication a state­ 
ment was being prepared.

from the Rams 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - When the 
Houston Oilers cut a gimpy legged A1 
Cowlings this season, he figured his 
career was finished. 
A 1969 University of Southern Califor­ 
nia All-America defensive tackle who 
was a No. 1 draft choice of the Buffalo 
Bills in 1970. he suffered a crippling knee 
•injury in the Oilers’ ninth game last 
season at Buffalo. 
"It was a freak accident," he recalled. 
"I was sacking Joe Ferguson the Bills’ 
quarterback and I dived over him." 
C ow lings underw ent su rg e ry in 
January to repair the cartilage damage 
to his right knee However, he tried to 
get into shape too soon after the surgery 
and had to have a second operation in 
May. 
The Oilers traded him to the Baltimore 
Colts just before the NFL training camps 
opened but neglected to tell the Colts’ 
Joe Thomas about his knee surgery. 
Thomas nullified the swap when he found 
Cowlings wouldn’t be available for at 
least six weeks into the season. 
T hat’s when Houston put him on 
waivers. 
"I definitely thought my playing days 
were over," he said. "I came home to 
Los Angeles and went to Dr. Robert 
Kerlan and began working to rehabilitate 
my knee. Dr. Kerlan said I’d be able to 
play again but I didn’t hold out much 
hope. I didn’t think anybody wanted 
m e." 
He was wrong. The Los Angeles Rams 
did. 
In their eighth game, the Rams lost 
defensive tackles Larry Brooks and Bill 
Nelson with knee injuries. Down to 
rookie Mike '^anning, a No. 1 draft 
choice from Notre Dame, as their only 
reserve defensive lineman, the Rams 
signed the 6-5, 240-pound former Trojan 
s ta r to back up defensive ends Jack 
Youngblood and Fred Dryer. 
A starter in his first five pro seasons. 
Cowlings, 28, couldn’t be happier now — 
even though he’s playing second fiddle to 
Youngblood and playing super ball and I 
have no argument with sitting on the 
bench. The Rams know I’m ready if I’m 
needed. 
" I’m just really tickled to be back. I 
guess everything has a way of working 
out. I’ve never been on a winning team 
before and now I am. Every player 
dream s of making it to the Super Bowl 
and I think we’ve got as good a chance to 
get there as any other team .” 


At u se . Cowlings played on 9-1-1 and 
10-0-1 team s in 1968 and 1969. He was in 
the Rose Bowl twice. 
He played on 3-10-1,1-13 and 4-9-1 clubs 
in his three seasons at Buffalo. Houston 
was 1-13 in 1973 and 7-7 last season. 
The Rams, who host the Green Bay 
Packers here Sunday, are 10-2 this 
season and have wrapped up their third 
straight NFC West crown. 
"My heart," said Cowlings, "is back in 
the game now. The bad taste is out of my 
mouth. I feel I’ve been given a second 
chance and I’m working harder than I 
ever did.

Besides these trappings of the nouveau riche, she can 


become impatient at a reporter’s questions and also holds 
the view that "if you are poor in America it is only because 
you do not work hard enough."

Martina mails money to her parents and 12-year-old sister 
in Revnice, 15 m iles outside Prague. In the last two years, 
she has contributed $35,000 to the houshold, enough to allow 
her father, a financial adviser, to retire, if he wished.

Perfect records 
rare in the NFL

Q How many teams in NFL history have gone through an entire 
regular season undefeated? — J G , Canton, 0. 
A. If you want to go all the way back, the C anton Bulldogs didn't 
lose a game in 1922 and '23, though they had tie games each season. 
The 1929 Green Bay Packers were also unbeaten, with one tie. 
Modern records generally start with the 1933 season when the 
league was split into eastern and western divisions The 1934 and 
42 Bears had spotless records during the regular schedule, but 
they lost the post-season title games The 1972 Miami Dolphins had 
the most phenomenal record of all, 14-0 in the regular season, plus 
three playoff victories, including the Super Bowl This year’s Min­ 
nesota team would be ha-d-pressed to match that mark 


Q I’ve heard that Johnny Bench of the Cincinnati Reds may be 
switched from his catching position to the outfield. If what I’ve 
heard is true, I’d like to know why he is going to be switched. After 
all, he’s still going strong, isn’t he? — D. Poirer, Constable, N Y. 
A He sure is, and the Cincy team isn't about to take away the 
catching paraphernalia of the game's top receiver. He has done 
short stints in the outfield and at third and first base to get a 
physical respite from catching every day, and it’s conceivable that 
later in his career he may be switched to reduce the physical toll. 
But not right now 


Q. You named four fighters that are deceased and who had 
fought C. Clay, or Ali as you call him I think you forgot one whose 
death can be attributed to both C. Clay and Archie Moore, both of 
whom beat him badly and knocked him out. An Argentina boy by 
the name of Lavorante lapsed into a coma and died some months 
later — Arthur Allen, Garden Grove, Calif. 
A. Alejandro Lavorante was indeed stopped by both All and 
Moore in 1962 But I’m still loathe to attribute a fighter’s death to 
blows from any single bout or succession of bouts without positive 
medical evidence. 


Q. How much money do NFL officials make? — W.S., Hayward, 
Calif. 
A. It varies according to an official’s experience — from 1325 per 
game for a beginner to $575 for an 11-year man, plus expenses. A 
veteran official who works 20 games and then three post-season 
playoffs (including $1,500 for the Super Bowl) can make a max­ 
imum of $15,000 


Q. The name of the game is football, yet year after year the pros 
come up with poor kickers. The only consistent kicker in the game 
today is Ray Guy of the Oakland Raiders. The kicking is pitiful, 
some getting off 20-yard punts. Why don’t the pro leagues try to 
develop good kickers? — B.W. McGilton, Sacramento, Calif. 
A. They try, but at the pro level it’s already too late. There is one 
theory that the pros are using too many pure specialists for the job, 
and not enough good athletes who can perform under pressure. 
Ray Guy and Jerrel Wilson of Kansas City, the two top punters in 
the game, were both competent players — Guy as a fine college 
defensive back, Wilson as a running back with the Chiefs. Bill Van 
Heusen of Denver and Dan Pastorini of Houston punt competently 
while holding down regular offensive jobs. And the venerable Sam­ 
my Baugh still holds the highest lifetime punting average in the 
NFL — 45.1 yards per boot 


Q Isn’t Ed Marinaro of the Vikings finally vindicating himself, 
and the Ivy League, for the way he is playing? I still think he should 
have won the Heisman Trophy. — P.B., Olean, N.Y. 
A. So does Ed, though he’s less raucous about it now. Marinaro 
was on the verge of being cut by Minnesota this year and played 
himself back into a job as Chuck Forem an’s running mate. He’s 
still not a super runner, blocks just passably, but is a fine receiver 
coming out of the backfield. If Brent McClanahan hadn’t been hurt 
earlier, handsome Ed might be only a spot player. It’s still rare for 
an Ivy Leaguer to make it in the NFL.

Warriors makes you wonder what pro scouts look at. The rookie 
from USC, not nabbed till the second round, is the most exciting 
player to come into the league since Nate Archibald in 1970.

shallower, on either floating bait or salmon 
eggs Bass fishing is also good with a few limits 
in the 24-pound range 
Though there has been no trout plant in Lake 
Lopez since last spring, the lake did get a stock­ 
ing of channel catfish 
We apparently stirred things up in regards to 
Lopez when we sent a letter to the director of the 
Department of Fish and Game, complaining that 
the money taken in through license sales at this 
lake - between $20,000 and $25,000 - was ap­ 
parently being spent elsewhere We were getting 
nothing. 
A return letter from the director, while 
evading blame on the matter, did say that things 
would be entirely different next year, with a sub­ 
stantial boost in the allotment for the lake 
Current plans are to stock Lopez about Mid- 
October through Mid-May. 
The letter also said there would be a full-time 
reservoir biologist at the DFG beginning in 
January, and this no doubt would improve condi­ 
tions at places like Lopez and Margarita 
The letter had lots of promises, but totally

The right selection 


WASHINGTON — With the retirem ent 
of William 0 Douglas and the creation 
of a vacancy on the Supreme Court. 
President Ford was deluged with advice 
on whom to appoint. Choosing John Paul 
Stevens, a Circuit Court of Appeals judge 
from Chicago, he seems to me to have 
followed the wisest possible course 
That is to pick men.

experience. 
Moving onto the high 
bench, they have a 
definite advantage in

international affairs whatsoever, can go 
’round the country m aking smooth 
prom ises never quite articulated in 
dollars and cents. He purrs like a pus­ 
sycat with the skill of an actor so long in 
front of the cam eras. Cut $90 billion out 
of the domestic spending budget. Yes, 
but how and where? 
In this critical juncture in the affairs 
of the nation and of his party, Reagan is 
a spoiler He can damage and perhaps 
fatally impair Ford’s chances to be 
elected or for that m atter even to be 
nominated 
That he could be elected President of 
the U nited S ta te s , sh o rt of the 
Democrats com m itting hari-kari at their 
national convention, seem s to me impos­ 
sible. 
The theory of his ardent backers in 
that millions of Americans are just 
yearning for an opportunity to vote con­ 
servative in the person of this former ac­ 
tor. Nothing in any current study of 
across-the-board voter opinion gives this 
substance. 
In virtually every respect the Ford 
view is as conservative as that of Reagan 
with the exception, of course, that he 
cannot indulge in dream s about cutting 
the budget $90 billion. 
Even the so-called Sunday night m as­ 
sacre, so frequently denounced, can be 
put down to presidential duty. After all, 
the President could not have a Secretary 
of State with one view of detente and a 
Secretary of Defense with another. 
It is on the side of practical politics on 
the national scene that Ford must be 
faulted The unhappy exemplar is his 
choice of Howard (Bo) Callaway to be 
his campaign manager.

time for a new agency to make a muddle 
of things But the Federal Election Com­ 
mission has succeeded in less than a year 
to botch its mission 
The commission was established last 
spring to adm inister the cam paign 
laws The first priority 
of e v e r y w o rth y 
federal institution is to 
h ir e 
a s 
m a n y 
bureaucrats as possi­ 
ble a t th e h ig h est 
salaries possible. 
Although the new 
com m ission 
is con­ 
fined to a modest $5 
m illio n b u d g et, it 
m anaged to acquire 
127 bureaucrats at an 
a v e ra g e 
sa la ry of 
$17.463. 
Then the bureaucrats, true to form, 
began to produce complex solutions for 
simple problems. Since bureaucrats are 
judged by the amount of paperwork they 
generate, the paper began to fly — with 
seven carbon copies of everything. 
U ltim ately, the busy bureaucrats 
designed a new disclosure form for 
political candidates to fill out. This was 
completed, unfortunately, before the 
commission adopted regulations setting 
forth what was to be disclosed. 
The culmination of the bureaucratic 
process is publication in the Federal 
Register This is the supreme moment 
when a new proposal or regulation is un­ 
veiled. as required by law, for public 
viewing. 
The new disclosure reports, having 
been pushed into the bureaucratic mill 
ahead of the disclosure regulations, 
reached the Federal Register first. Ac­ 
cordingly, the forms were published, at a 
cost of $9,000 to the taxpayers, before it 
was settled what should be reported on 
the forms. 
Or to state it simply, the commission 
put the cart before the horse. This was 
bound to cause some confusion, which 
the commission tried to allay with this 
footnote in the F ed eral R eg ister: 
“ P ersons com paring the proposed 
regulations with these forms should not 
be disturbed by any evident discrepan­ 
cies.” 
The House Administration Committee, 
nevertheless, was disturbed. Its staff 
found nine discrepancies between the 
proposed regulations and the new cam ­ 
paign law. 
For instance, the law is supposed to 
prevent any large, hidden campaign 
spending But one of the commission’s 
proposed rules would permit a group of 
individuals, each staying below the $100 
Berry’s World 
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minimum, to join in a m ajor expenditure 
without having to report it. 
The House staff pointed this out in a 
confidential memo. “ Thus,” explained 
the memo, "a group of 1,000 individuals 
could contribute $100 each and spend 
$100.000 on a single transaction for 10 
daily fullpage political advertisements in 
a newspaper for the ten-day period im­ 
mediately preceding an election, and 
NOBODY would have to report either 
the contributions or expenditures.' 
The disclosure rules and forms should 
have been ready months ago for the 
presid en tial candidates to file on 
January 31,1976 But the fuddle factory, 
which was supposed to produce the new 
regulations, has been spinning its 
wheels Short of a bureaucratic miracle, 
the candidates will have to use old, out­ 
dated 1972 forms. 
Footnote: A spokesman told our as­ 
sociate Bob Owens that the Federal 
Election Commission “would wait to 
respond to questions” at congressional 
hearings next month.

Look for an increase of a penny or two 
in the countywide tax to support the 
Regional Occupation Program . As­ 
semblyman Joe Montoya is reportedly 
readying legislation to revamp the state 
formulas for funding. TTie tax was slight­ 
ly less than three cents in 1975. 
Finally look for new com m ercial 
growth, on H Street, north of North 
Avenue, and on Ocean Avenue, east of H 
Street.
